RESISTANCE TO FROST. 


Study In Slrawbcrrlc*— Klnc Strdnar

Throughout a large proportion of the 


strawberry growing localities light 
frosts ofien occur in ibe laU' spring, 
killing a variable percentage or the 
(lowers auU recently set 1'uiit of the 
strawberry. Tlie injury 
from 
such 


frosts appears lirst In the blackening 
of the pistils, whicn occurs within n 
few hours after the frost. 
Fruit upon 


which the pistils have been injured by 
fvost either fails to develop or produces 
a small berry of irregular form. 


On the grounds of the Montana sta- 


tion it w:t« observed that a consider- 
able variation prevailed in the resist- 
ant power of different strawberries to 
frost. 


In general it was found that injury 


to such fruits was couliued to the 
acheues or seeds of the strawberry. 
The pulpy ma«s or receptacle was in 
no case injured, and the surface or the 
pulp did not become blackened or show 
any other changes which would indi- 
cate Injury from the fro^t. The seeds 
in varieties which suffered injury vveiv 
killed by the frost and mindly showed 
discoloration and a decomposition uf 
their tissue1-:. 


Upon studying thin sections of in- 


jured and uninjured strawberries uf 
different varieties at the same Imma- 
ture- stages of development it was 
found that in those varieties which did 
not sutler from frost 1he seeds were 
more deeply Imbedded in the substance 
of the pulp than W:IK the case in those 
varieties which were injured. In those 
varieties in which the Heeds were HO 
deeply imbedded in the pulp that llu>y 
were protected from the frost by a lay- 
er of tissue the protruding stjlea or 
tips of the pistils were Idled by the 
frost, us in the case of vaiictics where 
the seeds were also killed. It wan 
noted however, that, although the sur- 
face of the berry at tirst exhibited the 
blackened tips of styles, the fruit pro- 
ceeded with Its development, and ulti- 
mately all trace of the Injury dihap- 
pea red. 


In the varieties which were mo.st 


damaged by the frost the seeds were 
most exposed upon tin; surface, and 
they wore least exposed In those varie- 
ties which suffered least. In general It 
was found ilw.t a somewhat regular t.e- 
rles {if gradations pn-vaileel (.Mending 
from varieties which were uninjured 
to those which were most damaged. 


It was found during this study Unit 


nine varieties of strawberries had es- 
caped all Injurj from the frost.

From the approach of Thanksgiving 


on till after the winter holidays the 
dressing of poultry takes on much Im- 
portance. There are two methods of 
dressing ducks for market, by dry 
picking and by scalding, and these 
have been described by an authority on 
the subject as follows: Both of these 
methods are good and ure being suc- 
cessfully employed by the largest rais- 
ers. b'ome have u preference for dry 
picking and others for scalding, and It 
only becomes a mutter of tuste which 
method is used. When birds are dress- 
ed by scalding, they should be dipped 
several times or until the 
feathers 


come out easily. The back should be 
dipped In the water tirst. After scald- 
Ing wipe *.:ieni as dry as possible with 
n sponge and pick the breast feathers 
tii'Nt. A bird when dressed for market 
has left on it the feathers on the wing, 
the tail feathers and the feathers on 
head ami neck. The legs are left on, 
and the birds are not drawn. 


The process of dry picking is consid- 


ered! the blmpler of the two methods, 
and one who is accustomed to the 
work can readily dress three do/.en 
birds in a day. The picker's outfit con- 
sists of a. chair, a box for the feathers 
and a couplei of knives, one knife being 
dull and tte- other being sharp iiointe-d 
and double edged for bleeding. The 
bird is laU'-n between the knees, the 
bill held open with the left hand and a 
cut made across the root of the mouth 
Just below the eyes. The bird is then 
fatunne'd by striking its head against a 
post or some hard substance;. 
The 


picUer seats himself In the- chair, with 
the bird In his lup. Its bend held firmly 
between one knee ;inel the box. The 
featherd are carefully sorted while 
plcVing, the pins are thrown uway, and 
the body feathers, with the down, are 
1 brown intej the; box. Care- should be- 
taken about this, as the feathers from 
each bird will weigh about two ouue.-es 
and \\ill epuitc pay for the picking. 


The dull knife and the thumb are

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ROPY MILK AND CREAM. 


It* Nature, Moxt Common Cau.se and 


Mennared For Prevention. 


Ropy uillk or cream is objectionable 


on accouut of its unwholesome appear- 
ance ratuer than because of uuy kuowu 
harmful effect caused by Its consump- 
tion. 
The slimy, viscid couditiou of 


tbe inllk Is exceedingly disgusting to 
the consumer, aud its occurrence con- 
stitutes a serious menace to the success 
of a milk route. This limit in milk is 
one of financial rather than of hygienic 
Importance. 


Much of the abhorrence of ropy milk 


Is induced by the mistaken belief that 
It Is in some way caused by a disease 
of the cow's udder commonly called 
garget.' The udder of .a cow affected 
with garget may contain a. yellowish, 
thick, viscid;' purulent liquid, which is 
obviously unwholesome at the time it 
Is drawn from the udder. 
Unfortu- 


nately farmers frequently speak of 
this unwholesome fluid as "ropy"' or 
"stringy" milk. The milk fault refer- 
red to in a bulletin by Professor A. H. 
"Ward of the Cornell (N. Y.) station is 
entirely different nnd bears no relation 
to the health of the cow. 


The kind of ropiness occurring in 


milk from a healthy udder appears ou- 
ly after the milk has been drawn from 
the cow at least twelve'hours. Profess- 
or Ward arrives at the following con- 
clusions in regard to It: 


Ropy milk contains bacteria that are 


responsible for its viscid condition. 
These bacteria live naturally in water. 
Measures 1'or tbe prevention of the 
trouble must be directed toward pre- 
venting the bacteria from getting into 
ruilk. Following arc some of the more 
Important measures that should be 
taken to stop the trouble and to pre- 
vent Its recurrence. 


After milking at night the milk palls 


aud strainer cloth should be washed 
nnd scalded before using iu the morn- 
ing, or a second set thoroughly clean 
aud scalded should be used in the 
morning. The practice of merely rins- 
ing pails and strainers In cold water at 
the barn at night offers an opportunity 
for the Introduction of tbe bacteria 
Into milk directly from the water. 


If the cows -wade In mud and smear 


the udders with dirt and filth, put a 
utop to It. By this ineauis mauy objec- 
tionable bacteria get into milk by fall- 
ing into the milk pail. 


ni The floors of all rooms where ropy 


milk has been kept should be disinfect- 
ed, with a mixture of five parts of 
crude 
sulphuric acid to .ninety-five 


parts of water. 


All milk utensils should bo scalded 


most thoroughly daily. Never let cold 
water come in contact with utensils 
unless they are scalded before using 
for milk again. 


Kxercise the greatest care to prevent 


even a drop of water from the cooling 
tank getting Into tbe milk. That oc- 
currence Is probably the most common 
cause of trouble from ropy milk. If 
•water must spatter about, the cans 
standing in ice -water should be cov- 
ered. 


Utensils after washing and scalding 


should stand upside down to prevent 
the accumulation of dust on tfte Inside.

The decision was on The test case 
brought by Mrs. Kllen C. Sargent, v. M 
ow of former I'nlled Slates Selialm 
Aaron A. Sargent, who asked Hie right 
to \ ote because >- lie wa< a taxpayer ami 
In event of refusal pleaded for a return 
of the taxes paid. The judge held t h a t 
the California la\\ made no s t i p u l a t i o n 
for woman suffrage, even In city m 
town elections, and that the legislature 
and not the court was the proper body 
to give relief to the plaintiff.
